CANADA SEEKS TO EXTEND 
WHEAT MARKET IN FRANCE 

PARIS, May 6—Wider markets for 
Canadian wheat, it is understood, 
will form one of the most important 
features of the new Franco-Canad- 
ian trade treaty which is to be sub- 
mitted to the Dominion parliament 
for approval. 

Since Canada terminated the 
old treaty with France, Canadian 
wheat has been under the maximum 
French tariff, the result, according 
to French returns, was diminution 
of imports of Canadian wheat of 
around 30 per cent.

MAY WIDEN SCOPE OF 
STABILIZATION FUND 

OTTAWA, May 6—If the pound 
{sterling should be stabilizeq at ap-

be brought within the scope of the 
government's stabilization fund may 
be “substantially broadened,” Prime 
Minister R. B. Bennett held out this 
T hope last night during discussion of 
the final stages of the budget. 

; In his earlier remarks respecitng 
appeals for additions to the list of 
products benefitted by the fund, he 
had observed that “the door was 
not closed,’?’ Mr. Bennett recalled. 
He then had in mind the possibili- 
ties of a rise in the value of the 
pound in relation to the dollar, but 
had not expected it to come sc 
oa 

The fund proposed to pay Cana- 
dian exporters to British markets 
the difference between the value of 
the pound sterling at the time of 
the sale and $4.60 providing the 
pound was below that level in its 
;relation to the Canadian dollar, 

The fund, as originally announced, 
would apply only to the following 
commodities animals, meats, poul- 
try, fresh fish, tobacco, cheese, milk 
products, canned fruits, canned veg- 
etables, maple products, eggs, and 
honey. 

Apples and other fresh fruit, were 
among the commodities respecting 
which the government might be call- 
ed upon to “arrive at another con- 
clusion,” dependent upon conditions 
of crops this fall, Mr. Bennett said.

MIDDLE LIFE 

None of us is perfect. We accept, 
as a matter of course, that in one 
way or another we fall short of 
perfection. It is, however, a matter 
of importance for us to know in 
what ways and to what extent our 
bodies are defective. 

Some defects are of but little im- 
or no significance other than from 
an aesthetic point of view. There 
are, however, other defects or dis- 
turbances which mean a deviation 
from the normal, and these may be 
of grave import in their significance. 

Most of the diseases of middle 
Nfe are insidious in their nature; 


from insignificant beginnings, they 
slowly progress to the point where 
disabling symptoms are noticed, 


This applies to the chronic diseases 
of middle life, known as the degen- 


erative diseases, which are due to 
changes in the heart, arteries, and 
kidneys. 

It would be most desirable to 


have these diseases detected early 
so that by proper treatment and 
thorough changes in the habits of 


life, particularly with regard to the 


diet, the condition might be cor- 
rected or checked. One purpose of 
the periodic health examination is 


to find out the condition of the var- 
ious organs of the body and to de- 
tect any change, which may have 
occurred. 

It igs in middle life that such 
changes should be looked for  be- 
cause it is at that time of life that 
they begin to develop. That is why 
the business man’s practice of mak- 


ing at least an annual inventory 
should be extended to include an 
annual health inventory of the busi- 
ness man and his family, Health is 


our most precious possession. If it 
is worth while to take stock of our 
financial position, it is much more 
necessary to take stock of the physi- 


cal and mental condition of our 
bodies. - 

To accept disease as_ inevitable 
and to make no reasonable — effort 


to ward it off places us on the level 
with primitive people who consider

disease ag the work of evil spirits. 
The body ig a complex machine. It 
requires a periodic overhauling to 
keep it running smoothly and effi- 
ciently, and thug prevent the break- 
downs which otherwise will occur. 

Age should not mean incapacity. 
Too little attention has been given 
to the needs of adult life. We have 
accepted the health supervision of 


babies and school children as de- 
sirable; there ig every reason to 
carry this same desirable practice 


into middle and later life.

Question of applying the reduction 
is left with the individual banks, it 
Wag explained, each bank taking ac- 
tion on individual cases, Although 
the reduction was effective on practi- 
cally all municipal obligations and 
commercial paper, it was impossible 
to gdin any estimate of how com- 
plete the reduction on other bank 
loans has been made.
